DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The notice of allowance is responsive to applicant's amendment filed 7/8/2009. The 
amendment and arguments, see pages 4-6, filed therein has overcome the rejections of claim 13, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sher 5,556, 417 in view of Sher 5,171,254 
mailed 12/24/2008. Therefore, the rejections of the claims have been withdrawn. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 13 has not 
been rejected using prior art because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be 
found which disclose or suggest a holding apparatus for holding a vitreous body contact lens on 
a patients eyeball, comprising: a connecting portion that connects the holding portion and the 
eyelid opener portion, the connecting portion includes an elastic member that extends across at 
least a portion of the open space so that a position of the holding portion relative to the eyelid 
opener portion and the eyeball is continuously adjustable during surgery without canceling a 
connection state of the eyelid opener portion and the holding portion, and wherein the 
connecting portion comprises a pair of elastic closed loop members for connecting the holding 
portion in an adjustable state, the holding portion includes a pair of engaging portion disposed 
opposite one another on the holding apparatus, and the pair of elastic closed loop members 
engages with the pair of engaging portions, in combination with the rest of the claimed 
limitations as set forth in claim 13.
